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greateff commendations. Theſe two linked together in pers 
fett lone, led their lines with ſuch foztunate content, that their 
ſubiecs greatly retopced to ſ@ their quiet diſpolition. They 
had not been mariedlong,but foztune(willing to increaſe their 
happineſſe) lent them a ſonne,ſo adozned with the gifts ofna- 
ture, as the perfection of the child greatly augmented the lone

And with that, ſuch 
gaſping ſighes ſa ſtopping her bzeath, that ſhe could not vtter 
any moe wozds, but wzinging her-hands, and guſhing fozth 
fireames of teares, ſhepaſſed away the time with bitter com- 
plaints. 


Be Japloz pitytng thoſe her heauy paſſions, thinking that 
ifthe king knew ſhe were with child, he would ſomewhat 
appeaſe his fury 4 releaſe her from p2iſon, went in all haſt, and 
certified Pandotto what the cffec of Bellarias/ complaint was: 
who no ſoner heard the Jayloz ſay ſhe was with childe,but as 
one poſſeſſed with a phꝛenzie her roſe vp ina rage, ſwearing Þ 
ſhe,and the baſtard bzat ſhe was withall, ſhould die, if the gods 
tyemſelues ſaid no:thinking that ſurely by computativ of time. 
that Egillus and not he, was father to the child. This ſuſpitidus 
thought galled a freſh this halſe healed ſoze, inſumuch as her 
- conldfakc no reſt, untill hee might mitigate bis choler with a 
iuſt reuenge, which happened pzeſently after. Foz Bellaria was 
bꝛought to bed of a faire 4 beautifull daughter: which no ſonoe 
Pandoſto heard, but bee determined that both Bellaria aud the 
young infant ſhould be burnt with fire. Pts Nobles; hearing of 
the kings cruell ſentence, ſought by perſwaſions to dinett him 
fcom his blody determination; laying befoze his facetheinns- 
cency of the child, and dertuaus diſpoſifion of his wife, how 
ſhee had continually loued and honoured him ſa tene that 
without due pꝛofe he could not. no ought nut toappetichber of 
that crime.

Such, and ſo great was her 
griefe, that her vitallſpirits being ſuppꝛeſſed with ſozrow , the 
fell againe downe into a traunte, haning her ſences fo ſotted 
with care , that after ſhe was renined, yet ſhe loſt her memos 
rie, and lay ſoz a grest time without mouning, as one in a 
traunce. The guardleft her in this perpleritie, and carried the

and that the ſundatne and fecretflight of Egiſtus and Franion,

Ellaris had no ſaner ſaide, but the King commanndedthat

of that falſe accuſation : but the King, whoſe conſcience was a 
witneffe againſt him of his witleCe furie, and falſe ſuſpected 
Jelonfte, was ſo aſhamed of his rat folly, that he infreated his 
Nobles to perſwade Bellaria fo foꝛgtue, and fo2get theſe inius 
ries , pzomifing not onely to ſhew bimſelfe a loyall and louing 
buſvand, but alſo to reconcile himſelte to Egiſtus and Franion * 
reuealing then befoze them all the cauſe of their ſecret flight, 
and how treacheroufly he thought to haue pꝛatiſed his death, if 
the god minde ol his cup dearer had not pꝛeuented his purpoſe. 
As thus hee was relating the whole matter, there was worde 
bzonght him, that his young Donne Garinter was ſuddainty 
dead: which rewes ſo fone as Bellaria heard,furcharge befoꝛe 
with extreame top, and now ſuppꝛeſſed with heauy ſozrow, her 
vitall ſpirttes were fo fopped , that the fell downe p2efentty 
dead, and could neuer be reuiued. This ſuddaine fight ſo aypal- 
led the Kings cenſes , that her ſonke from his ſeat in a fwovne, 
ſo as be was faine to be caried by his Nobles to his Wiltace, 
where hee lay by the ſpace of thz& dayes without ſpeach.

whole dayes without ſaccoar, readie at euerie puſlłe to 
bedx»xwne? in tee dea: till atlaff the tempeſt ceaſed , andthe 
little Boate was dzinen with the tide into the coalt of Sycilia: 
where ſticking vppon the Bands, it reſted, Foztune minding 
tobe wantou (willing eo Hewe that as ſhe hath wzinckles on 
her bzotves: ſo ſhes hath vimples in her chakes) thought after 
ſo many fower lots, to lend a fained ſmile:and after a putfing 
ſozme,to bꝛing a pꝛetty calme : che began thus to dally. It foz- 
tuned a poꝛe mercenario@hepheard, that dwelled in Syciba,

Bu 
not finding her there, as he was readie to retuine to his flocks, 
behearya childe cry : but knowing there was no houſe nan 
thought he had miltaken the found, and that it was the bleating 
of bis ſh&pe. Wherefozcloking moꝛe narrowly,as he cafl hi 
eye to the ſea, he ſpped a littie boat: from whence (as be anten 
ttuely lined) he might heare a crte to come.

Aſone as h was 
got home, entring in at the doze, che child began to cry-Which 
dis wife bearing, and ſæing her huſband with a young babe in 
dis armes, began to be ſomewhat iealous: pet marueling that 
der huſband ſhould be ſo wanton abzoad, ſith he was ſo quiet 
at home. But as women are naturally giuen to bel&ne the 
wonſt, ſa his wife thinking it was ſome baſtard, began to crow 
againT her god man: and taking vp a cudgell (foz the moſt 
maſter went b2e&chleCe)ſware ſolemaly that ſhe would make 
clubs trumps,if de bꝛought any baſtard bzat within her dozes.

Embaſſadazs reiovced that their yong Pztnce had made ſuch 
a choyſe : that thoſe Kingdomes which thzough enmitie had 
long time biene dilleuered, ſhould now thzongh perpetuall a- 


mitie be vnited and recanciled. The Citizens and ſabiects of 


Bohcmip (hearing that the King had found againe his dangh* 
ter, which was ſuppoſed dead, jopfull that there was an heire 
apparant tothe Ringdome) made bonefiors and ſhewes tho⸗ 
ronghout the Citie : The Courtiers and nights appointed 
Juffes and Turnepes to ſigniũe their willing mindes in gra⸗ 
tifping the Kings hap. 

Eightene vayes being paſt in theſe Pzincely ſpozts, Pan- 
doſto willing to recompence olde Porrus, of a ſhepheard made 
dim a Knight: which done, pzouiding a ſufficient Nanieto res 
ceiuehim and his retinue, accompanied with Doraſtus, Faw- 
nia, and the Sycilian Embaſſadours, de ſapled towards Sycilia, 
where he was moſt pzincely entertained by Egiſtus : who hear 
ring thiscomicallenent, reioyced greatly at dis Donnes god 
hap,and without delay (to the perpetuall toy of the two pong 
Louers)celeb2ated the mariage. Which was noſoner ended, 
but Pandotto( talling to minde how firf he betrayed his friend 
Egiſtus, how dis -tealoufie was the cauſe of Bellariacs death, 
that contrarie to the lawe of Nature he had luſted after his 
owne Danghter)mwoued with theſe deſperate thonghts,be fell 
in a melancholy fit, and to cloſe vp the Comedie with a Lra- 
gicall ſtratageme, he lew himſelfe : whoſe death being mam 
dayes br wayled of Fawnis, Doraſtus, and his dert friend E- 

giſtus: Doraſtus taking leave of his Father, went with his 
wife and the dead Tops into Bohemia: where, after 
they were ſumptuonſly intombed, Doraſtus 
ended his dayes in contented
